ACCEPT BIDS ON*CONSTRUCTION 

OF FACTORY SEWERS AN If N EW 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 

Contracts for city improvements 
aggregating about $41,000 were let at 
an adjourned meeting of the board of 
city trustees of South San Francisco 
held Monday night. The work in¬ 
volves includes the construction of a 
sewer for the factory district and the 
installation of an electric fire alarm 
system, funds for this work having 
been provided for in the bond election 
of last June. 

The successful bidder for the sewer 
work was C. 11. Cowden of San Fran¬ 
cisco, the amount of his bid being 
$25,961.15. There were three other 
bidders for this work, T. E. Clinch of 
Richmond, whose figure was $29,034; 
Charles J. Lindgren of Burlingame, 
whose bid was $31,861.75, and A. 
Mattson of San Bruno, who bid $31,- 
690. Work on the sewer will begin in 
the very near future. 

The contract for the installation of 
the tire alarm went to the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm and Telegraph Company 
of San Francisco, the only bidder, the 
amount of its bid being $9947. The 
contract calls for tlie installation of a 
“perfect non-interfering, firm alarm 
signaling system.” Included in the 
hid was the offer to install any addi¬ 
tional equipment required by the 
growth of tlie town or other circum¬ 
stances at $125 each for boxes, $100 
for each 1000 feet of wiring equip¬ 
ment, with extra charge for installa¬ 
tion. 

A communication was received from 
Fire Chief B. If. Tfuax, making a 
number of recommendations. These 
were as follows: 

1. To clean away all weeds from 
within two feet of fire hydrants. 

2. To paint all hydrants white with 
red tops. 

3. To post signs by fire hydrants 
warning autos to keep the proper 
distance. 

4. To purchase two shutoff nozzles 
for the tire hose. 

5. To replace cast-iron valves in 
lire truck with tungsten valves. 

6. To regrind the truck’s engine 
valves. 

The first and second recommenda¬ 
tions were referred to the street com¬ 
mittee. The second was not granted 
because of the cost of the signs de¬ 
sired. The purchase of one nozzle 
was allowed on Mr. Truax’s state¬ 
ment that the department could get 
along with one nozzle. The replacing 
of the truck’s valves was allowed, as 
was the grinding of the engine’s 
valves. 

A number of bills against the city 
wore audited and ordered paid.

A PROCLAMATION COUNTY COMMUNITY 
. BY GOV. STEPHENS CLUB IS FORMED 


Barton's Bonanza, tlie mine on tlie 
hilltop at South San Francisco where 
T. V. Barton a short time ago dis¬ 
covered traces of galena or silver- 
lead ore, is turning out better than 
even its discoverer in his most san- 
] guine moods bad hoped. To be sure, 
it is still only a prospect hole, but 
that hole is now down about sixty-five 
feet and all the way down lias been 
going through wonderfully rich ore. 
Silver-lead is there in anundance, zinc 
is plentiful and iron is encountered 
jut frequent intervals, (topper traces 
are also of frequent recurrence. Tlie 
shaft, 5x7 feet in dimensions, lias been 
uncovering riches practically every 
foot of the way down, in every 
bucketful of muck brought up from 
the bottom at this time are chunks of 
ore that will assay 45 per cent zinc, 50 
per cent lead, and at least 40 ounces 
of silver to the Ion. 

At about fifty feet from tlie surface 
water was encountered. This, Mr. 
Barton declares, is an excellent indi- 
i cation, for, as mining men say, “All 
good mines are wet.” This water is 
now oozing into tlie sliaft at the rate 
of about 200 gallons a day. Tills ren¬ 
ders digging necessarily slower than 
it would otherwise be. Work is pro¬ 
gressing with one man digging at the 
bottom of the sliaft and two raising 
the tub of muck with windless and 
K'rank. Since water was encountered, 
progress of only about a foot u day 
can be made. 

According to present plans of Mr. 

Itarton and his associates, the sliaft 
will lie sunk to a depth of about 100 
feet, then side drifts will be run to 
test tlie width of the ore body. The 
1 findings these side drifts reveal will, 
of course, determine the future of the 
mine, hut from the volume and rich- 
: ness of the mineral encountered in the 
, shaft there is every indication that 
the bill is rich in mineral. It takes 
i not even a lively imagination to pic¬ 
ture the Dili on the edge of South San

May 10. Los Angeles—Approxi¬ 
mately $2,000,000 each working day 
in finished products are turned out 
by the Industrial establishments ot 
tiie Los Angeles metropolitan dis¬ 
tract, according to computations made 
by the Industrial Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The total 
value of goods manufactured in the 
city and vicinity in 1919 was $618,- 
722,520; in 1918, $347,246,036. The 

total number of industries is 2700, of 
which 315 were added last year. The 
capital invested in manufacturing 
totals $361,643,530. The industries 
represented give employment to 87,740 
persons, ol' whom 67.672 are men and 
20,068 are women. The weekly pay¬ 
roll averages more than $3,500,000.

If you will look at*your gas n:- you will notice three dials. 
That ou the left !,; nd, mnik >! thousand, registers 10,000 cubic 
feet of gus from one figure to the next. The middle dial, marked lo 
thousand, registers 1,000 cubic ; • •• t. from one figure to the next. The 
dial on the right, marked 1 thousand, registers 100 cubic feet from 
one figure to the next. 

In reading, note the direction in which the pointers move, as in- 
cated by the arrows, and set down the reading from I,EFT to RIGHT, 
using the figure that the hand has last passed, unless the hand just 
covers the figure.

One has only to read the 
foreign news dispatches to see the handwrirting on the wall—letters written 
in tlie blood of humanity and inscribed by the hands of hatred, avarice, and 
greed.

NECESSITY WILL FORCE ISSUE 

“Actual hunger may face a large proportion of the American people if! 
congress does not do something to readjust agricultural conditions in this 
country,” Senator Capper (Republican) of Kansas declared in the senate 
recently, in discussing the pending agricultural appropriation bill. 

A “landslide” of farm labor to tlie industrial centers is threatening a 
growing food shortage which, unless checked, will render tlie farmers 
powerless to supply the food demands of the nation, Capper warned. 

We can’t stop our present farm labor leaving the farms for the cities, 
but we can adopt measures which will permit the importation of farm labor 
to this country under propoer restrictions. 

Ultimately, necessity will force the issue, for we must eat and the farm¬ 
ers cannot feed the nation without help to do it. 

What it needs is a little more co-ordination 
and cohesiveness. Drains produce wisdom only when they are employed to 
advantage.

Considering the present purchasing power of money, teachers of the 
county have, for the last five years, been making large donations to the 
public schools. 

lu 191R-1914 the average salary for the gramfhar grade teacher of Sail 
Mateo county was the even then small amount of $884. The salary today 
averaging $lli0G.7G, and the dollar with a purchasing value of only $.4”, ac¬ 
cording to United States Labor liure.iu Statistics, represents their present 
wage as $518,110. Equalizing the present salary with money value in 1913- 
11)14, their salary today should be $11055.811, this not even allowing for the 
natural increase due experience. The grammar school teacher, then, has 
contributed to the public schools the difference between $2055.83 and 
$1026.76, or $849.07. Have you. Mr. Citizen, made such a contribution? 

The high school shows a Uke condition. Reports given show an average 
salary in 1913-1914 of $1235: 11)19-1920, $1084. The present purchasing 
power of $1084 is $724.12. The present wages, allowing no increase for 
experience, should be $2872. Thus, the high school instructor lias given to 
the public the unbelievable gift of $1128, or the difference between $2872 
and $1084! Too great a charitable burden to assume, with the public’s 
Miud acceptance! The local high schools should not have to accept charity 
from its underpaid faculty.

Tlie rate of growtli in a child after 
eight years is not as rapid nor is his 
digestive tract as sensitive as in 
earlier years, but his food habits 
should be safeguarded no less dili¬ 
gently. Nervous exhaustion, due to 
hours of confiuemnt and mingling 
with others, may seriously affect the 
appetite for good, wholesome food. 
Forty-two per cent of the lowered 
vitality among children is due to poor 
and inadequate food and to incorrect 
dietary habits. 

A regular meal schedule should be 
established and food forbidden at all 
other times. The child should never 
be allowed to go to school without a 
warm breakfast, and then eat a cold 
sandwich at recess or later. A child 
does not have reserve materials 
which make it possible for him to go 
without food for this interval of time. 
The child who habitually eats no 
breakfast will suffer from under¬ 
nutrition. Warm food promotes easy 
and rapid digestion and gives vigor to 
body and mind. 

A few well-chosen dishes should 
compose the meals for children, but 
new dishes or appeals to imagination 
are helpful in inducing them to eat 
proper food. The child’s sense of taste 
is keen in early school years. Highly 
flavored foods should not be given to 
children, since they destroy appetite 
for good, wholesome, mild-flavored 
food. 

Eggs, milk, some meat, and other 
foods containing body-building sub¬ 
stances should be used liberally in the 
diet. Meat should he served sparingly 
even until high school age, never 
more than once a day Green vege¬ 
tables, dried beets and peas, cooked 
cereal (from whole grains) are also 
valuable for body-building material, 
and should be included in the every¬ 
day menu. 

Sweets should be forbidden between 
meals, but are wholesome in moderate 
amounts at the end of a meal. Plain 
sweet chocolate and sweet fresh and 
dried fruits are good substitutes. 
Plain cakes and ice cream may be 
used for same purpose. 

Rich pastries and fried foods should 
bo forbidden. 

Drinking of milk should be encour¬ 
aged, but tea and coffee should be 
forbidden. A quart of milk for each 
person under 16, and a pint for each 
one over this age, is a good rule. This 
includes the amount served in soups, 
desserts, etc. 

Children should form the habit of 
drinking water freely. T^iey should 
eat slowly and chew food well. 

Whimpering over food should not 
be permitted. Serenity promotes good 
digestion. 

Distaste for foods should never be 
discussed •before children. Teacli 
them to enjoy good, wholesome food.
